Senator Mansfield promises 
^no circus^ for impeachment 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
pledged Monday there will be “ no 
circus” and “ nothing in the way of 
hanky panky” if the Senate is called 
upon to try the case of President 
Nixon’s impeachment. 
“ If and when the issue comes to 
the Senate, there will be as little 
partisanship as possible and—as far 
as I am concerned, there will be 
none,” he said in a Senate speech. 
“ The Senate itself will be on 
trial,” he said. 
Mansfield took the floor to express 
concern with the rash of recent polls 
and 
reports 
speculating 
about 
whether the House will vote to 
impeach Nixon and whether the 
Senate will vote to convict and 
remove him from office. 
“ All this is being bruited about 
before 
the 
issue 
is 
directly 
presented, either to the House or the 
Senate in any constitutional form...” 
he said. 
“ In my opinion, no one really 
knows (if the votes are there). 
Certainly, 1 do not and no one will 
know until and unless a vote is taken 
on the issue involved.” 


Last 
week 
Mansfield 
told 
reporters he had been told by 
members of the House—whom he 
would not name—that “ the votes are 
there” to impeach Nixon. But he 
also said he does not feel there is the 


necessary two-thirds majority in the 
Senate to convict. 
Monday Mansfield said “ if and 
when” the House votes to impeach, 
the Senate would conduct a trial on 
the charges in a manner “ as 
impartial 
and 
nonpartisan 
as 
possible.” 
“ There will be no circus,” he said. 
“ There will be nothing in the way of 
hanky panky because I anticipate 
every senator will act with the 
greatest 
dignity 
and 
circum­ 
spection. There will be no hamming 
by any part of this body.” 
Mansfield first read from a 
prepared speech urging a cautious 
approach to the impeachment issue.

President Nixon today signed a bill 
raising the minimum wage for 
nearly 57 million Americans to $2 an 
hour for the first time 
In approving legislation almost 
identical to a measure he vetoed 
only seven months ago, Nixon fought 
under the minimum wage umbrella 
for the first time domestic service 
employes and many workers in 
chain department stores. 
The signing was a tacit admission 
the administration could not have 
sustained a veto, since approval of 
the measure by Congress was 
massive. 
The signing was less than a 
ceremony. No congressional leaders 
were invited, and the only ones 
present for the historic presidential 
signature were Labor Secretary 
Peter 
Brennan 
and 
Nixon’s 
assistant, Kenneth Cole. 
The new bill, passed by Congress 
March 21, raises the minimum wage 
from $1.60 to $2 an hour. It also 
increases by seven million —to 56.5 
million Americans —the number of 
workers covered by minimum wage 
laws. 
In his oval office, Nixon took one 
pen from a box and signed the front 
of 
the 
b ill, 
then 
with

flourish slid the pen across the desk 
to Brennan. Nixon then picked the 
bill up in his right hand and literally 
threw it into the out box on the 
corner of his desk. 
In a written statement issued by 
the White House, Nixon said he had

more good than bad and I have 
concluded that the best interests of 
the American people will be served 
by signing it into law.

White House silent 
on negligent penalty 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The White House refused to say Monday 
whether the Internal Revenue Service charged a negligence penalty against 
President Nixon, with spokesmen contending “ there must be some element 
of privacy.” 
Deputy White House Press Secretary Gerald Warren added that he did not 
know how much time the IRS has allowed the President to pay back taxes of 
more than $400,000 for the years 1969 through 1972, but that “ the President 
will pay on time and he will have to borrow.” 
“ The President submitted his tax returns to the joint (congressional) 
committee and after questions were raised on certain aspects, there 
followed complete financial disclosure,” Warren said. ‘‘The President said 
he would abide by the judgment of the committee and he had done that. He 
intends to pay the full amount assessed by IRS.” 
Reporters pressed Warren to say whether the IR S charged the President 
a 5 per cent negligence penalty. 
“ The President is going to pay the full total and that is all I am prepared 
to say,” Warren replied. “ There must be some element of privacy 
maintained about the President’s taxes.” 
Warren refused to be drawn into a discussion of the President’s 1973 
taxes, although he said he assumed “ they will be closely scrutinized.” 
“ He is deeply appreciative of the feelings of many people around the 
country who have said they would like to help,” Warren said. 
“ As far as we are concerned, this is a closed book,” Warren said of the 
overall tax matter. 
Warren added “ the President submitted his tax m atters to experts and he 
did not concentrate on them himself.” 


S.Y. Valley ag study 
not yet completed

Findings and suggestions in the 
study are aimed at preserving 
agricultural lands in the valley even 
those zoned residential which are 
used now for agricultural purposes, 
it was disclosed.

Supervisors wound up voting 3-2 to 
reject a proposal to have the County 
Subdivision Committee consider the 
committee’s request in taking its 
actions. The citizens’ committee 
recommendation was then filed by 
the same vote.

Catterlin stressed that he had not 
seen the report of the valley 
com m ittee 
regarding 
its 
agricultural study findings. 
There was some comments that 
the report had been filed a month 
ago with the County Planning 
Department. 


But it has been learned that no 
report, as such, has been filed, and 
there has been no delay by Planning 
Director Britt Johnson in bringing 
the study before the public or county 
decision - makers. 
The Board of Supervisors is now 
being asked to designate public 
hearings for the study. 
County Advance Planning aides 
are now busy drawing up maps to 
reflect the committee’s thinking. 
They have the benefit of minutes of

Who's best qualified to know 
intricacies of all development? 


(Editor’s note: This is the 
third article in a four part 
series examining what a 
businessman, contractor or 
developer faces when he 
decides 
to 
develop 
in 
Lompoc.)

Who is best qualified to 
say where a door will go or 
what color a window will 
be? 
A 
controversy of 
this 
nature exists in Lompoc. On 
one side 
you have 
the 
Architectural Review Board, 
the Planning Commission 
and, to a lesser extent, the 
city’s staffers. On the other 
are local contractors and 
developers. 
This controversy emerged 
as 
your 
correspondent 
investigated the old Lompoc 
rumor; 
the 
city 
has 
com pil ed 
too 
many 
regulations and restrictions, 
so many that commercial 
and industrial building is 
discouraged. 
Put to one contractor, the 
response was: 
“1 don’t think the city 
rules or codes are much 
different than any other 
city. There are some ... 
well, 
for 
instance, 
the 
Architectural Review Board 
(ARB). They have too much 
power to say what goes. In 
other words, they want such 
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and such a plan, want your 
building to be a certain 
color, 
want much more 
planting and landscaping ... 
this really discourages a 
lot.” 
This dissatisfied faction 
co ntends 
that 
city 
commission 
and 
board 
members who approve or 
disapprove 
a 
licensed 
designer’s 
or 
architect’s 
plans for a proposed new 
building 
are 
(1) 
not 
qualified because they are 
unlicensed, 
(2) 
make 
changes of personal taste, 
and (3) boost building costs 
with their requests and 
changes. 
They contend 
that all 
developers “go in with some 
planters and things to make 
their building look nice. 
They all want to, but they 
(ARB) come up with some 
things that increase the 
costs so much.” 
Another 
contractor 
extends this criticism to 
include 
the 
Planning 
Commission and city staff 
members: 
“I think there are too 
many damn people who 
don’t really know a thing 
about what they are really 
doing who have to cast an 
opinion on it. An owner will 
go out and hire an architect 
at great cost to design a 
building 
and 
then some 
person that may 
be 
a 
brilliant missile engineer or 
a fantastic housewife or a 
great shoe salesman sits 
there and critiques this 
architect’s drawing, saying 
I think a door should be 
moved over here. 
“I think there is too much 
of 
that. 
I 
think 
if 
somebody’s going to write a 
judgment, 1 think he should 
be a building engineer or an 
architect or a builder. You 
know a person might be the 
greatest librarian in the 
world, but what the hell 
does 
he 
know about a 
building?” 
In the same breath, he 
admits, “I realize you got to 
have these committees; and 
who are you going to get to 
serve on them? Well, it’s 
tough. 
I’m 
not 
saying 
everybody on them are not 
qualified. 
I 
say 
there 
probably are some who 
aren’t.” 
Besides 
appointing 
li­ 
censed 
people, 
another 
suggestion was to set-up the 
ARB as an appeals board. 
One contractor, who puts 
more faith in city staffers, 
reasoned: 
“I think you’re better able 
to work with staff because 
they would have the full 
knowledge of what type of 
plans and they can work it 
together in the system of 
the city. Whereas the many 
board members, you know 
they have their little ideas, 
little axes to grind. It could 
get political...” 
Five members make up 
the Architectural Review 
Board; three are members 
of 
the 
Planning 
Commission: Bill Paulin, 
John Peto, and Bob Kranig; 
one 
s its 
on 
the 
Beautification Commission: 
Dave Schwark; and one is at 
large, Rennie Adam. 
Bill Paulin has something 
to say about this criticism. 
In short, he replies (1) 
board 
members 
don’t 


pretend to be architects, (2) 
cost 
is 
taken 
into 
consideration, 
and 
(3) 
personal tastes are involved 
in their reviews but these 
tastes are curbed by a 
written guideline. 
“We try to go by the 
guideline as close as we can. 
That’s the thing. You can’t 
take everything out of a 
book,” he said in that you- 
can’t-please everybody. 


“There are 
different 
problems that come up and I 
think that all of us involved 
in the ARB try to weigh it 
out, where it’s going to look 
good, but yet there is going 
to be some decent coverage 
there.” 
As a man who operates 
his 
own floor 
covering 
business, he is fully aware 
of rising costs; so he takes 
costs into consideration if a 
plan is amended, Paulin 
said. 
(ARB, he 
reminded, 
determines nothing about 
the building’s structure; its 
objective is to review the 
landscape 
plans 
for 
a 
building 
and 
make 
recommendations.) 


Paulin 
admits 
that 
m e m b e r s 
are 
not 
architects. 
However, 
architects 
sometimes 
overlook the city guidelines 
in their plans, sometimes 
their plans ill fit Lompoc. 
“Now in Santa Barbara,” 
he said, “where they got a 
theme, they have enough 


authority 
through 
that 
theme that they can say 
they 
want 
Spanish 
architecture. OK, Lompoc 
as of yet doesn’t have a 
defined theme, so when 
someone 
comes 
in 
and 
wants to build a colonial 
type building or whatever 
style they want to go into, 
all we can do is make it look 
like it fits in with Lompoc.” 
Whatever 
A R B ’s 
decisions, the builder can 
appeal. 
Paulin said that conflicts 
between ARB and builders 
are almost always worked 
out. Many conflicts could 
have been avoided if the 
builder 
attended 
the 
meetings. 
“A lot of times things are 
brought to us and there’s 
nobody on the other side to 
explain to us, other than the 
community 
development 
director. I like to see all 
three of us there — the 
( ARB) 
body, 
the 
community 
development 
director and the people who 
are presenting it. Then I 
think there are a lot fewer 
problems,” he said. 
Paulin summed up his 
position: “Myself, I don’t 
want to discourage any new 
business or building going 
into the city of Lompoc. I’d 
love to see some industry 
come into this town, and I’d 
try to help. But we have to 
have some guidelines to 
upgrade not downgrade.”

Nixon won't make 
deadline on taxes 


LOS ANGELES (UPl) - 
President Nixon’s 1973 tax 
return won’t make next 
Monday’s deadline. 
Because 
of 
the 
congressional 
committee 
decision 
invalidating 
deductions taken in earlier 
years by Nixon, his 1973 
return 
—already 
prepared—will have to be 
completely recomputed, an 
authoritative source 
told 
UPl during the weekend 
The source said Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
has 
granted a filing extension to 
Nixon—as is routinely done 
for many other Americans- 
at the request of Nixon’s tax 
accountant, Arthur Blech. 
The return should be ready 
in a few weeks, said the 
source, who is thoroughly 
fa m ilia r 
with 
the 
President’s tax situation. 
It was also learned that 
because of the President’s 
huge back tax bill, $465,000, 
he 
may 
have 
enough 
deductions 
on 
his 
1974 


income that he need pay 
little or no tax next year. 
Nixon’s 1973 return must 
be completely rewritten to 
take 
into 
account 
the 
congressional committee’s 
rulings on expenses at the 
President’s estates at Key 
Biscayne, 
Fla., 
and 
deductions for donation of 
his vice presidential papers 
to the National Archives. 
The source said that at 
this time, the President’s 
tax situation for next year is 
still theoretical. However, 
Nixon 
agreed 
to 
pay 
voluntarily about $145,000 in 
back 
taxes 
from 
1969 
—although the statute of 
limitations had run out for 
that year, and Nixon thus 
could not be compelled to 
pay. 
This could be considered a 
gift to the government, the 
source said, and become a 
legitimate 
deduction 
on 
Nixon’s 
1974 
return, 
reducing to nothing the tax 
owed. 


Jaworski predicts scandal 


to continue some time 


WASHINGTON (UPl) - 
Although most Americans 
would like to see Watergate 
disappear and the nation get 
on with its business, special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
says it may be two or three 
years before the country is 
free from the scandal and 
its ramifications. 
Early disposition of all the 
Watergate cases yet 
to 
reach the indictment stage, 
he said in an interview with 
U.S. News & World Report, 
“ would come about only if 
all 
potential 
defendants 
were to negotiate and enter 
pleas of guilty. And that is 
not to be expected. 


“ With a number of trials 
— and making allowances 
for appeals —it could be a 
matter of two, 
perhaps 
three years, before we’ve 
heard 
the 
last 
of 
Watergate.’’ 


He said he wants White 
House documents on two 
matters 
now 
being 
investigated by a grand jury 


—illegal contributions in the 
1972 political campaign and 
the 
awarding 
of 
ambassadorships in return 
for campaign contributions. 
“ We contemplate getting 
additional material we feel 
we need and we think we’re 
entitled to. And if it is 
necessary 
for 
further 
subpoenas to be issued in 
order to obtain them, we 
will issue them.’’ 


“ after 
prolonged 
and 
sometimes heat^ behind- 
the-scenes 
arguments,’’ 
reported Times labor editor 
Harry Bernstein. 
The unions representing 
workers with jobs in the 
supermarkets and wineries 
the UFW has been picketing 
have opposed support for 
the boycott, the Times said. 
A compromise was finally 
reached whereby the AFL- 
CIO will support a boycott 
aimed only at the lettuce 
and table grapes themselves 
—not at the stores that stock 
them, the report said. 
The Times said it was 
expected that the boycott 
would not include the Gallo 
winery, one of the biggest 
wine makers in the United 
States, which has signed 
with the Teamsters, not a 
part of the AFL-CIO. 
Two months ago Meany 
criticized the UFW, noting 
the sharp decline in its 
membership, 
leading 
to 
reports 
Meany 
was 
becoming disenchanted with 
the UFW and Chavez. 


The UFW now has less 
than 10,000 members, down 
from a peak of 50,000. 


The 
Teamsters 
have 
mounted a determined drive 
to take over control of the 
field 
laborers and 
fruit 
pickers that the UFW had 
staked 
out 
as 
its 
own 
territory. Grape and lettuce 
growers have been signing 
with the Teamsters as their 
contracts 
with 
Chavez’ 
union expired. The UFW 
now holds only one table 
grape picking contract. 


In some instances, field 
workers 
have 
voted 
themselves out of the UFW, 
reportedly complaining that 
the union uses its hiring 
halls as a diciplinary tool, is 
badly administered and is 
more 
of 
a 
Mexican- 
American racial movement 
than a labor union. 


Chavez has accused the 
Teamsters of siding with the 
growers, 
writing 
“ sweetheart’’ 
contracts 
that 
shortchange 
the 
workers 
in 
return 
for 
support in driving the UFW 
out of existence. 


The feud between the two 
unions is the source of 
continual clashes, violence 
and tension in the lettuce 
and grape growing regions 
of 
C alifo rnia.

controversy over his dogs.

Long, D-La., want to know 
how often King Timahoe the 
setter, Vicki the poodle and 
Pasha 
the 
terrier 
have 
flown gratis aboard Air 
Force One, with the purpose 
of 
possibly 
making 
the 
President pay their fares. 
Kenneth W. Gemmill and 
H. 
Chapman 
Rose, 
attorneys for the President, 
told Sen. Long, in a letter 
dated April 1, no other 
president ever has been 
charged for the travel of his 
family’s pets aboard official 
aircraft, and they therefore 
saw no reason why Nixon 
should pay extra. 
The White House may 
have recalled allegations in 
1944 that President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt had sent a 
destroyer at a cost of 
several million tax dollars 
to the Aleutian Islands to 
fetch 
his 
scottie, 
Fala, 
allegedly stranded there. 
“ Republican leaders have 
not 
been 
content 
with 
attacks on me, or my wife, 
or on my sons,’’ Roosevelt 
told a Teamster’s Dinner in 
Washington on Sept. 23, 
1944. “ No, not content with 
that, they now include my 
little dog, Fala.

Persons 
who knew less about dogs 
than Johnson said he was 
cruel to them.
